steadily growing power 
of achievement. The 
Society was formed by 
the coalition of the Ed- 
inburgh, the Glasgow, 
and other Bible societies, 
and is now in its forty- 
seventh year. 


The work of the 
Scottish National Bible 
Society for many years 
was limited to Scotland, 
the British colonies, and 
to Europe. In the re- 
port for 1905 we see that 
the circulation of Scrip- . 
tures in Scotland 
amounted to 106,736 
copies, while that in for- 
eign lands amounted to 
1,468.421 copies. There 
were circulated 15,724 
copies in the colonies ; 
making up a grand total 

f 1,590,881 copies as the_sum of the year’s work.

Chinese Empire, with the press at Hankow, which 
turned out 900,000 Testaments and portions of Scrip- 
ture during 1905. During the same time the Society 
circulated 186,000 volumes of Scripture in Austria, 
France, Italy, and Spain. The colonial work of the 
Society extends to Canada, Australia, Cape Colony, 
and New Zealand. The Society’shome work includes, 
besides Scotland, the oversight of colporteurs and 
other agencies in Ireland. Among the beneficiaries 
of the Society at home were discharged prisoners, 
various city missions in Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
missions in the Highlands, slum missions, and missions 
to seamen and fishermen, etc. 

The Society has been grievously afflicted by the 
death, in May, of the Rev. James S. Nesbit, its Eastern 
Secretary, whose office was in the Edinburgh Bible 
House, pictured here. Mr. Nesbit, while walking 
in Glasgow, was struck by an electric car, receiving 
injuries from which he 
died. 

The Scottish Society 
is associated with the 
American Bible Society 
in Bible translation and 
circulation in Korea, as 
well as in meeting the 
expense of some of the 
translations and revi- 
sions now in progress in 
China. The American 
Bible Society sympa- 
thizes with it warmly in 
its loss and rejoices with 
it in its successes, and 
in its record circulation 
in 1905. 

URING the month

In both of these bodies also 
strong {resolutions were adopted, one of which we 
have pleasure in offering our readers. The General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America (North) was in session at Des 
Moines, Ia., beginning May 17th, and was attended by 
Dr. Fox, who presented the interests of the American 
Bible Society. From Des Moines Dr. Fox went to 
the United Presbyterian Assembly at Richmond, Ind., 
which met May 23d, and there also presented the 
cause. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian Church, as is well 
known, entered into ‘‘union and reunion” with the 
Presbyterian Church North this year. One of their 
last official actions was a cordial indorsement of the 
work of the American Bible Society, which was 
The Rev. 
Dr. John Pearson, the Society’s Agent, was present 
at this General Assembly, which met at Decatur 
May 17th. 

It is a matter of gratification that this earnest 
and active body of Christians, long noted for their 
zeal in evangelization, as they enter the larger fellow- 
ship of which they are now a part, should earnestly 
commend the work of the American Bible Society.

HE General Minutes of the fall and spring con- 
ferences of 1905 of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church have now been published, and we are 

gratified to find that the total offering for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in all of the churches during 1905 
amounted to $36,088—an increase of $214 over the 

_ gifts of the preceding year. Ought not this offer- 
ing, however, to be very greatly increased? Ifallthe 
individual churches in the various contributing con- 
stituency of the American Bible Society were to 
really bring the cause to the attention of the people, 
we are confident that the regular income of the So- 
ciety could be easily doubled. We are glad to note 
increase everywhere, but we cannot help urging upon 
all the ministry of the church a deeper interest in this 
fundamental and vital work. 


HE election of Dr. Hunter Corbett, the veteran 
Chinese missionary, as Moderator of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly is more than a 

piece of routine business or even a personal compli- 
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ment to one highly deserving. It marks not only in 
the Presbyterian body but in the body Protestant in 
general a deepening sense of responsibility and priv- 
ilege in the preaching of the gospel to the uaevangel- 
ized nations of the world. China, a world in itself, is 
the outstanding type and pattern of the world that 
does not yet know God, albeit the rays of the divine 
glory are beginning to shine with splendor hitherto 
unknown. The awakening in China every mail shows 
us to be more and more evidently a work of God 
and a call to his church to press forward boldly. It 
was no doubt the undertone of the Presbyterian As- 
sembly that made the election of Dr. Corbett in the 
highest and best sense natural and admirable. 

At the close of the address of the Secretary of the 
Bible Society, short addresses were made by Dr. 
Corbett and by Dr. E, N. Wherry, equally a veteran 
missionary in India—both of whom emphasized the 
essential relation of the Bible Society to the mission- 
ary propaganda. 


N appeal has been issued from Shanghai, signed 
A by representative missionaries and addressed 
to the members of foreign mission boards and 
societies in all Christian lands, on behalf of the Chi- 
nese students at present engaged in study in Japan. 
Their number, we are told, is now 8,620, and in the 
history ot the world there has probably been no such 
migration of students from any one country to another 
in an equally brief period. These students come from 
all over China—seventeen out of the eighteen prov- 
inces being represented, and that by men of the edu 
cated and official classes. 

The appeal points out the dangerous conditigy s 
under which they are living in Tokyo, and their lia 
bility both to religious radicalism and immorality, 
Nevertheless, they are peculiarly accessible to friend 
effort, being away from home, living largely in 
center, and eager to learn. The boards are there 
urged to do what they can to assist in the effort 
made to reach them with Gospel truth. 

Our China Agency has made a grant of 300 
Testaments for the use of these Chinese students now 
in Japan. As soon as Bishop Schereschewsky’s New 
Testament is through the press, copies will be place 
on sale in Japan through the Japan Agency for their use.

IDE ANDREW D. WHITE lately delivered a 
lecture at Cornell University on the need of a 
better educa ion.

advocated the study of the Bible in the schools. 

He said: “No man’s training can be finished with- 

out it. I would have readings in the schools from the 

sacred book—the story of Joseph, and the Sermon on 
the Mount, and the wonderful writings of St. Paul. 

An educated man who has not those in his memory 

is to be pitied.’’ 


VERY once and again we stumble upon curious 
evidences of what God has wrought through 
single copies of the Bible. Sometimes they are 

like footprints left in the wilderness, that suggest a 
presence though they cannot describe it. Quite re- 
cently Dr. Hykes received through the Presbyterian 
missionaries a New Testament in the classical dialect 
that had been packed away in a box of books belong- 
ing to the grandfather of an educated Chinese. This 
Chinese boy, who has grown to manhood, has often 
looked into the book, but was unable to understand 
it fully. Finally he came into contact with some 
evangelists and recently he was baptized. His grand- 
father must have received the volume at least thirty 
years ago. This Testament is in a version printed in 
1864 by the Presbyterian Mission Press for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. It bears marks of much use. The 
version has never been circulated by any Society but 
ours, nor by any missionaries but the American. It is 
thought that Dr, C. W. Mateer or Dr. Hunter Cor- — 
bett, who arrived in China in 1863, may have been in- 
strumental in getting this book into the interior of the 
Shantung Province, where, like the seed, it has been 
buried all these years. 


HE Church Missionary Intelligencer for May 
contains some interesting tables showing the 
growth of Christianity in China since Robert 

Morrison began Protestant missions in the Flowery 
Kingdom in 1807. The conclusion of the compiler 
(Rev. Louis Byrde, of Yungchow, Hunan) is that the 
number of missionaries in China has doubled every 
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ten years, and the number of Chinese communicant 
Christians has doubled every seven years. That is to 
say, the Chinese churches are growing independently 
of the number of missionaries. Christianity has be- 
come rooted in the soil and means to grow there. 
The total number of Protestant missionaries in China 
at the end of 1905 was 2,270, and the total number of 
Chinese communicants was 150,000. 

These tables offer a rather slender basis for very 
positive deductions. But we can safely say that two 
forces at work in China tend to increase the number 
of Christians more rapidly than the number of mis- 
sionaries increases. First, Chinese Christians are 
winning their neighbors by telling what the Lord has 
done for them; and second, Bible societies are sending 
out more every year of their silent missionaries of 
penetrating power. Let us see to it that our part ot 
this work grows with the opportunity. 


R. CARRINGTON writes from Siam that

REV. J. L. MCLAUGHLIN, 
Newly appointed to the Philippine Agency 


He was born in Iowa in 1870 and reared on a farm 
ithere. He graduated from the Iowa State Normal 
School in 1892 and from Cornell College, in Iowa, in 
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1895. He received his trainirg in theology in 
Boston at the Boston University School of The- 
ology, where he graduated in 1899. The same 
year ne married Miss Myrtle Ward, herself also 
a resident of Iowa. He joined the Upper Iowa 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and filled one charge at Rockwell for one year. 
In March, 1900, he was appointed, under the au- 
spices of the Methodist Episcopal Church, to 
educational work in Singapore, but was immedi- 
ately transferred to the newly opened work in 
the Philippines. He arrived in Manila May 9, 
1900, and was for two ycars the Presiding Elder 
of the district. He has been since its inception 
the editor of the Philippine Christian Advocate, 
one of the best of the missionary religious papers 
published in foreign lands. His work has called 
him into contact with the diflerent portions of the 
Philippines. He has been at home one year on 
furlough, and a busy year it has been, for he has 
traveled over 30,000 miles and has spoken 350 
times in more than 30 states. 

Mr. McLaughlin and his family will leave the 
United States on the 25th of July, will stop en 
route at the Agencies of the American Bible So- 
ciety in Japan and China, and arrive at his post in 
the early autumn. 

We wish again to call upon all our friends for 
frequent and earnest prayer for Mr. McLaughlin and 
the other men who, with their families, represent the 
interests of this great work in far distant lands. 


A VALUABLE RELIC. 


“JN the June number of the Record mention was 
made of an interesting letter of Hon. Elias Bou- 
dinot respecting the organization of the American 

Bible Society. The letter was addressed to the Hon. 
William Jay, also deeply interested in the plan for a 
general Bible Society, and is now in the possession of 
the Rev. Dr. W. W. Atterbury. We copy below the 
essential part of this characteristic letter, together 
with a note from Mr. John Jay communicating the 
original document to Dr. Atterbury.

letter of Mr. Boudinot, which I value as a tribute to 
my father’s part in forming the American Bible So- 
alety.

William Jay, Esq., 
Bedford, West Chester County, 
New York. 
My dear Sir: f 
By the blessing of Almighty God, after near Six 
Months close confinement, I am permitted to set up in 
my Bed, for2 or 3 Hours in the Day. These precious 
moments, I have devoted to a full consideration of 
one of the greatest & most interesting sutjects (a 
general Bible Society) that has ever honored the 
Children of Men. Weak and feeble, scarcely able to © 
think or write, my Efforts promised but little in the — 
great Cause, when your welcome &,unexpected Let- 
ter of the 2ad Ultimo was brought in. My drooping 
Spirits were raised—my Heart was indeed cheered — 
and my mind greatly revived. I could not help giv- 
ing glory to God for the great Eacouragement afforded 
me .to press on in (this; glorious Cause, when I thus 
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beheld his special Mercy in raising up so powerful a 
support in this joyous work & Labor of Love. Tho 
it is not more than 2 Hours since I received it, 1 am 
attempting to scribble a few lines of acknowledgment 
and gratitude for your excellent memoir. I fear you 
will not be able to read it, being among my first essays 
in letter writing and rather against medical advice. I 
have already sent fora Printer to engage him to publish 
the memoir without delay, but I wish to have your 
candid opinion on my Idea of changing a few sentences 
of the constitution. Ihave prepared a very rough 
draught of one which greatly coincides with yours in 
the leading points, but I am sorry to say by experi- 
ence of the most unreasonable opposition I have 
rec’d. from those who I depended: upon as the 
surest supports in this great cause, & that as far as I 
can discover, merely arising from an ill founded Jeal- 
ousy that it was originated in the wrong section of the 
united States & that the clergy would be soon ex- 
cluded from any great share in this important work 
altho I gave every assurance that if they would take 
this great object upon the enlarged scale I had in view 
I would yield it to them & engage never to act in a 
higher sphere than to be doorkeeper in the House 
of God & to have no more to do with it than to give 
them every aid in my power. If I am not misinformed 
great measures of opposition are forming preparative 
to the meeting at New York, if there should be any 
appearance of success at the first opening of the busi- 
ness, so that it will become us to put on the best 
appearance, on the first outset. I hope I 
have been misinformed & am mistaken in my view of 
things. I wish to promote a principle of perfect 
equality of right, universal Brotherly love, founded 
on Gospel purity, and where we cannot agree to unite, 
we may agree to differ in peace and good will. I con- 
sider the present call to enter into our Lord's vine- 
yard, as labourers, tho’ at the eleventh hour, to be 
one of the most encouraging opportunities and im- 
perious calls that ever has been conferred on the 
Christian professor to promote the glory of God and 
the best interest of his fellow men. Christians in 
general are not aware of the present state of the 
world. A minute attention to the predictions of the 
Gospel and the reasonable fulfilment of the warnings 
given to his Church by our blessed Saviour himself, 
puts the matter, with me, out of question. 
The Church has been in the wilderness and God’s 
witnesses (the teaching of the Spirit in the public 
worship of Almighty God in his Church, and the 
Sabbath or Lord’s Day, with its ordinances) have 
ever since the Apostles time (been) prophesying or 
teaching in sack cloth and ashes, now about 1260 
years. They are now in the presence of the 
whole world ascending up to Heaven ina cloud, that 
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is, to the highest places of Honour & prosperity in 
every country in the Civilized world and serve as one | 
of the Heralds of the Gospel, announcing, in language 


that cannot be misunderstood, the approach of him 
who is speedily to become the desire of all nations. 
This is the unspeakably glorious work we 
are called on to assist in perfecting under the mighty 
power of the blessed Messiah and we are assured of 
success by being told by Zruch ‘itself that tho’ we are 
such feeble inefficient instruments in ourselves, yet 
we are to press on, knowing that at last, it is God who 
worketh in us to do his whole good pleasure. 

Pardon, dear Sir, the garrulity of an old man who 
even forgets his extreme weakness and the prohibi- 
tions of his physician. Forgive his blunders and 
incorrectness, for he is almost exhausted. I can Only 
again express my obligations to you and subscribe 
myself with great sincerity.

neir restricted paths faithfully and patiently to ac- 
vomplish something. No one colporteur has become 
sompletely useless. At Constantinople, one of our 
Id and faithful colporteurs was arrested in August, 
ast after the attempt upon the Sultan’s life. So far 
Ss we have been able to Jearn, his arrest had no con- 
section with his Bible work, but was on a charge of 
omplicity in the outrage. After four months of im- 
‘risonment he was tried and acquitted as entirely in- 
ocent. He was not, however, released, but was still 
reated as though guilty. He has recently been de- 
orted to his native village in the interior, where he 
‘as no friends or relatives left, and where his chances 
or a livelihood are almost zz/7. Meantime his wife 
nd little boy are Jeft here in poverty, uncertain as to 
yhat they ought to do or can do. 
Only one who realizes the crying need of adminis- 
rative reform in this country can appreciate the diff- 
ulties to Bible colportage that are almost inevitable 
nder the existing 16zime. We may at least praise 
sod that such obstructions are confined to Turkey, 
nd that in other portions of our field there is the ut- 
10st treedom for our work. 


Distribution Agencies. 

Besides the two main depositories at Constantinople 
nd Beirut, the Agency has made use of a large num- 
} of small depots, extending{westward and north- 


i. 
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ward through the European provinces in Bulgaria, 
and again southward and eastward from Constanti- 
nople through the provinces of Asia Minor and Ar- 
menia, then through Mesopotamia, southward through 
Syria and Palestine, and then still further southward 
into Egypt and the Sudan. Besides the depots of 
different sizes and varying importance, smaller sup- 
plies have been kept in smaller centers—in the shops 
of tradesmen and in the offices of teachers, preachers, 
and priests. Besides all this, the colporteurs have 
made their journeys from one end of the land to the 
other, carrying books to places where there were 
none, and faithfully striving to kindle interest in new 
places. The Agency has employed 53 men un‘er its 
own direction, and assisted various correspondents to 
employ 20 others, making in all 73 men, who have 
been employed for 24,472 days. They have traveled 
an ageregate of 57,993 miles, and visited 2,308 differ- 
ent places. To these must be added a large number 
of men, mainly shopkeepers, who have acted effi- 
ciently as assistants to the colporteurs. 

We may now glance briefly at the record of these 
agencies as gleaned from the correspondence. 


Bulgaria. 

The Sophia colporteur reports that respect for the 
Sabbath has increased and temperance movements 
have been strengthened. At one place by the urgency 
of the women the sale of liquor in the saloons had 
been prohibited, There being no hotels or other siop- 
ing places, he was obliged to apply to these saloons 
for shelter. They refused him shelter on the ground 
that he as a Bible colporteur was using his influence 
against their business. When jhe was about to start 
late at night for another village, the saloon-keepers 
relented and finally took him in. He improved his 
opportunities, and in the morning before he lefc he 
sold them a goodly number of Scriptures, besides 
some temperance tracts. ; 

At Samokov the Rev. T. T. Holway nas been in 
charge. He writes as follows: ‘We have donated 
more Scriptures than usual, owing to an encouraging 
movement among the poor women of Samokov. A 
fairly intelligent woman here had gathered together 
from forty to sixty of her fellow-citizens every Sunday 
and was reading the Bible to them regularly, expound- 
ing it as best she could, usually very well indeed for 
one in her walk of life. She has faithfully continued 
this plan during the whole of 1905 in face of more or 
less opposition. The clergy here opposed her, first _ 
getting the school trustees of the city to refuse her the 
use ot an old school building for her meetings. She 
accepted this under protest, but nothing daunted, she 
continued her Bible reading in private houses. Mean- 
while she got up a petition and secured the signatures 
of many of the city’s best women, asking thatja place 
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be granted her regularly and official y for these meet- 
ings. When she handed the petition to the bishop’s 
assistant, it was at once torn up. She secured a 
second petition with about two hundred signatures. 
Still no satisfactory results. She next went in person 
to the Holy Synod in Sofia, the capital, and thus suc- 
ceeded in attaining ber end. 

At Philippopolis Mr. Marsh continues indefatigable

in his efforts to get the Bible scattered far and wide 
among Bulgarians He writes that: ‘‘ Both Protes- 
tant and orthodox Bulgarians consider it a settled 
case that when a man takes the Bible and reads it 
attentively, he is going to change his-manner of life. 
And a good many people consider it quite certain that 
he will bring up in the neighborhood of evangelical 
Christians in bis sympathies if not in his pro‘ession. 
All more thoughtfu! people realize that there is need 
of something to counteract the tide of infidelity, law- 
_lessness, worldiness, and mischief. A leading man 
lately bought a Bible for his’ son, remarking, ‘I ob- 
serve that young people who do not read this book 
do not go on well.’ ” 


Asiatic Turkey. 


Nicomedia —The able and energetic colporteur has 
labored on with his accustomed zeal. ‘‘I praise 
God,” he says, “tor another year of work. Every- 
where they have treated me as a good friend. People 
without Bibles have been urged by'their friends to 
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buy them Many have been praying for the Bible 
Society and for its administration. Five separate 
times I have been in considerable personal danger, 
but God has spared my life.” 

Smyrna —The colporieur, we are glad to say, has 
gone on steadily with his work, without government 
interference of any kind. The Greek Pairiarchate’s 
edition of the New Testament has already proved a 
great help to the work in 
the Greek stronghold. 
Preachers in the Greek 
churches are earnestly 
recommending to their 
flocks the study of the 
4ible. “For the first 
time,” he says, ‘‘in the 
eighteen years I have 
been working here, the 
Armenian Archbishop has 
recommended the use of 
the New Testament as a 
text-book in the schools, 
and is himself enthusiasti- 
cally teaching it. The 
Jews, also, are quite 
zealous, and are forming 
societies for Bible study.” 

On the last day of the 
year this colporteur, hav- 
ing filled two bags with 
Scriptures, made a visit to 
the city prison. The pris- 
oners were very grateful 
and wrote him special let- 
ters of acknowledgment. 
One who was released 
told him of the deep in- 
terest with which they were all reading their books, 
so that “the prison seemed more like a readiog-room 
tban a jail.’ Soon after the’ Greek bishop sent a 
package of Bible tracts tor distribution, and it was — 
said the bishop did this so as not to seem outdone by 
the Protestants. ‘ 

Adana.—In this provisce informer years we have had 
great difficulties with government officials, but now 
the colporteur’s rights and privileges seem to be un- 
challenged. In some places which he visited he did 
some street preaching without hindrance, and with 
gratifying results. “If the people will not come to 
church and seek Cnrist,” he says, “we must carry 
Christ to them.” In one town, which he specially 
mentions, a genuine revival grew out of the Bible dis- 
tribution. Where formerly they stoned the colportes 
now a church has been established. 

The 7ocaz colporteur mentions as one of the nae 
notable things helping on Bible work, as well as other 
forms of Christian effort, the Youur Men’s Associa- 


tion, composed of both Gregorian and Protestant 
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Armenians, who meet together for prayer and confer- 
ence, and are exerting a most wholesome spiritual 
influence upon all that region. In some places there 
have been spiritual awakenings growing out of Bible 
work, and*then in turn giving new stimulus to that 
work. 

The man working the region around Malatia to the 
west of Harpoot has succeeded well. He tells of a 
rough-looking young man who approached him ina 
lonely place. After some conversation this young 
man drew out a dagger from under his garment. The 
terror of the colporteur can be imagined, but it was 
converted into pleasure when the young man offered 
the dagger in exchange for a bible. 

Bitlis —This is one of the most difficult provinces 
in all Turkey for evangelistic ente-prises of any kind. 
The long tried and experienced colpor- 
teur is entitled to great credit for per- 
severance and courage. Oneor twoin- , 
cidents which he reports may serve to 
illustrate the spirit of the people with 
whom he has to deal. A priest from a 
certain village bought a Bible in the an- 
cient language, practically a dead lan- 
guage, but still the language of worship. 
Another man, learning of what the priest 
had done, went to the shop and bought 
a New Testament in the vernacular. 
The priest, very much displeased, seized 
the Testament and threw it into the fire, 
exclaiming ‘Have you, also, become a 
Prot?’’ This conduct of the priest ex- 
cited some feeling among the villagers, 
and many said, “ The priest should give 
a goat in payment for the book he has 
burned.” The man said he did not wish 
a goat; he wanted his New Testament. 
He even rejused to accept money. And 
so one of the neighbors settled the dif- 
ficulty by seizing the priest’s goat and 
selling it for a dollar. Then he went to 
the city, found the colporteur, and bought 
another copy of the book, which he 
carried back in triumph, and gave it to 
the man whose book had been burned. 

Here is another interesting incident. 
A miller bought a copy of the Psalms 
and Proverbs. He read it at his house 
continually and with great interest. One 
day his son, eighteen years old, said, 
“Father, I am going away.” The father, 


- much surprised, asked his reason. The 


boy said, ‘This book you are reading cannot be 
God's Word, for you read it and still goon in your 
dishonest business, lying and cheating, and violating 
the Sabbath day.” The father bowed his head in 
shame. A little daughter overheard the conversation 


and reproved the brother tor his offensive words to 
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his father. Then the other children began to weep, 
and there was general commotion. The upshot of 
it was that the man resolved to give up his dis- 
honest business. For this he made his arrange- 
ments at once, and, among other things, visited the 
Bibie depot and procured other portions of the Bible. 

Diarbekir.—The Agency’s calporteur has held his 
own with his little depot in the city, but has not been 
able to travel mucb. As to the ecclesiastics, let us 
hope that we have a fair type in the priest who (says 
the colporteur) ‘‘loves the Bible, and says to his 
people, ‘Pray for the Bible Society and buy its 
books.’ ” 

The Oor/a colporteur speaks of the Gregorian bar- 
bers of the city, who were in the habit of keeping 
their shops open on Sunday until noon. The priests,

who with others have felt the general spiritual uplift, 
took the matter up, interviewed the barbers and per- 
suaded them to respect the Sabbath day. And now — 
only two or three are opened on that day. And on 
the other hand, many spend their spare moments in 
their shops on weekdays studying the Bible. 
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Syia.—In a little hamlet in the southern part 
of the Lebanon field 1s a simple Christian worker 
who has been in his day a very simple schoolteacher 
and preacher.’ }But his influence has been felt in all 
the district, and upon a recent visit to his place his 
house was filled with eager listeners to the Word of 
God. The people know the Bible well; all learned 
from this simple man. The priest in a nearby village 
attempted to stem the tide of evangelical leaning by 
ordering all the people to give up their Bibles for 
burning. 'But he soon found that his flock had gotten 
beyond that point, and they said to him that they 
would never give up God’s Word to the flames. He 
became so disliked for his actions that later he was 
compelled to seek a more congenial field of labor. 
Many Bibles and portions have been sold by this 
teacher. 

The Tripoli bookstore continues its work as a read- 
ing-room and in the saie of Scriptures. In the ab- 
sence of regular colporteurs, eflorts have been made 
to impress on all teachers and church members their 
responsibility to circulate the Scriptures, each one in 
his own neighborhood; and a considerable number 
have been sold and distributed in this way. At the 
Tripoli dispensary, Scriptures have been given to the 
sick and their friends, who come from all parts of the 
field and from all sects. Most of those who come 
from places where there is no missionary work can be 
reached in no other way. 

“In Bible, as in other forms of missionary work,” 
writes Mr. Freyer, of Beirut, “itis by no means ell 
sowing and no reaping. To be sure, we often have 
to wait long for results, but is there anything worth 
waiting for more than a soul won for Christ, knowing 
that we have the promise that we shall reap if 
we faint not. The following will fully illustrate 
what fruit some small efforts made will bear in 
after years, Many years ago Mr. McIntosh, of 
Damascus, was accustomed to visit villages in the 
Hauran. He had some schools and distributed many 
copies of the Scriptures. There were many difficul- 
ties in the way of his work, especially because of the 
suspicions entertained by the government that mis- 
sionaries have some political motive, and from the 
lack of security in that district. About twenty-five 
_ years ago the work was givenup. During the past 
year Miss Mary T. Maxwell Ford, of Safed, visited 
this region and was surprised to find many Protes- 
tants, who have held on to their faith all these years 
in spite of the unfavorable conditions. Later a visit 
was made by pastors of the Sidon field and about 
twenty persons were received into the church. No 
doubt the special agency which kept these people 
together and built them up in their faith was the Bible, 
and this in the Jack of a preacher and teacher.”’ 


Egypt. 
Rev. Mr. Giffen, who has supervised the Bible work 
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in Egypt and the Sudan, mentions the following: 

‘‘ An incident came under my notice recently showing 

that Scripture distribution among zon- Christians is 

bearing fruit. A copy of John’s gospel fell into the, 
hands of such a reader, living in a quiet country place. 

He read it and reread it with interest, and asked some. 
of his friends to explain it to him. They ridiculed him 

for being interested in the Book of the Christians, and 
sent him to an ignorant Catholi¢. This man took him 

to some American missionaries whom he knew. 

After long and patient instruction the man received 

baptism. His wife was very angry at his becoming a 

Christian. But after enduring much from her, by his 

Christian conduct he led her, too, to accept Christ as 

her Saviour. She and their three children were all 

baptized a few weeks ago, and now they are a happy 

Christian family, letting their light shine in the midst 

of the darkness by which they are surrounded. And 

so John’s purpose in writing the gospel is being ac- 

complished here in the land of Egypt: ‘‘ These things 

are written that ye might believe that Jesus is the 

Christ, the Son of God: and that believing ye might 

have life through his name.” 

The total issues of this Agencyin 1905 were 133,575 
volumes ia sixteen different ianguages. Itis difficult 
to estimate the proportion of these which have gone . 
into hands not even nominally Christian. A conserva=— 
tive estimate by Dr. Bowen suggests 20,000 copies as 
about the number, about 4,000 copies having gone to 
Jewish readers, and 16,000 to Mahommedans.

In our work with the Bulgarian Scriptures we are 
in straits because we have exhausted former editions 
of Bibles and Testaments, while the completion of 
new editions is still far in the distance. We are glad 
our good brother, Dr. Bowen, your Agent at Con- 
stantinople, has now in hand the printing of anew 
edition of the smaller Bible. But its progress is so 
slow that we are mucb perplexed, and we beg him to 
find some way, if possible, to push on this work to 
more speedy completion. We are also constrained to 
beg the British and Foreign Bible Society to complete 
the New Testament, for which we long have waited. 

Dr. Bowen lately surprised us all around by informing 
us that he is obliged, on account of the retrenchment 
that is required of him, to make some new arrange- 
ments with us in our various stations—in fact, to cut 
off some branches of the work and to give less aid to 
other branches. We accept the inevitable, and we 
shall try to find some way to keep on with Bible col- 
portage in all our stations. But we lament any cur- 
tailment of aid that may compel curtailment of any 
prosperous work. There never was greater need than 
now for this work in these regions, nor more encour- 
agement and success. We trust that you and your 
great Society may be supplied with abundant means 
to carry on your good work in all the earth. We 
thank you for your aid in the past, and hope that 
you and we may continue to be co-workers in this 
service for yeats to come.

The Assembly has heard with 
leasure that the Society has received gifts sufficient 
1 amount to prevent the immediate contraction of 
ts work which seemed inevitable. It is a matter for 
jevout thankfulness that our own Beirut Press, whose

a J }ifficiency was seriously menaced by the reductions 


which the Society feared it would be necessary to 
make, is for the present delivered from sucha disaster. 
The Assembly, however, again calls the attention of 
its churches to the imperative necessity of continuing 
and enlarging their gifts to the treasury of the Society, 
in order to prevent the recurrence of such dangers. 
For this purpose we again strongly urge our churches 
so far as possible to take an annual collection; our 
presbyteries to appoint standing committees on the 
work of the Society; and all our people to regard this 
important institution as having such a relation to our 
own Boards and the organized work of the church, 
that they should give it their earnest prayers and best 
support, in order that it may continue in years to 
come, even more abundantly, to fulfill the high pur- 
poses with which it was established ninety years ago.

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States South, meetirg at Greenville, 
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S. C., adopted the following report from the Standing 
Committee on the Bible Cause: 


The report of the Assembly’s Permanent Committee 
and also the Ninetieth Annual Report of the Board of 
Managers ot the American Bible Society have come 
into the hands of your committee. 

The American Bible Society by virtue of what it is, 
what it has done and what it may do, claims and de- 
serves the ardent sympathy and generous support of 
all who love the Word of life eternal and desire its 
dissemination among the children of men. As the 
only practicable agency for the multiplication and 
dissemination of the Book of. God and the God of 
books, it figures as one of the most potent bonds of 
co-operative union among the evangelical churches 
of America. Touching its actual achievement, ‘the 
total issue of the past year, at home and abroad, 
amounts to 2,236,755. Of these, 940,367 were issued 
from the Bible Home in New York, and 1,296,338 
from the Society's Agencies abroad, being printed on 
mission presses in China, Japan, Siam, Syria, and 
Turkey. These figures show an increase over those 
of a year ago amounting to 405659, and are the 
largest in the Society’s history. The total issues of 
the Society in ninety years amount to 78,509,529 copies. 
Surely if the supporting churches are faithful in the 
discharge of their solemn trust in the liberal and 
enthusiastic support of this noble Society, still more 
extensive victories of the word of truth shall crown 
the coming year. 

Touching our past as a church in this great work, 
it is at once a cause of congratulation and gratitude 
that she stands honored as one of the two churches 
officially recognizing the Bible cause by giving ita 
definite place in the list of her authorized annual 
offerings. And yet our particular churches have 
failed to come up to the measure of their privilege. 
“ After all these years of urgency and appeal, it con- 
tinues to be a fact that the large majority of our 
churches, including many of the strongest and 
wealthiest, report nothing as contributed to this ob- 
ject.” The sum total of our gift being $7,591, repre- 
senting a per capita offering of! about three cents. 

In view of these considerations, your committee 
presents the following recommendations, incorpo- 
rating with this the suggestions of your permanent 
committee: 

1. That the Assembly express its appreciation of 
the very able and stimulating address of the Rev, 
Wm. I. Haven, D.1)., Secretary of the Bible Society, 
on the part that the Bible has to play in the future of 
the church and of the world. 

2. That we record our tribute to the memory of 
Prof. Geo. B. Hanna, of Charlotte, N. C., who passed 
to his reward after a long and faithiul service to this 
cause.4 


3. That the present Permanent Committee, con- 
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sisting of Dr. Thos. H. Law, Dr. J. T. Plunket, Dr, 
J. S. Watkins, Col. T. J. Moore, be re-elected; and 
that Dr. George Allen, of Raleigh, N. C., be elected 
to fill the place of Prof. Geo. B. Hanna, deceased. 

4. That our churches be asked to contribute this 
year for the Bible cause at least $15,000. 

5. That the Permanent Committee be authorized 
to apportion this amount as equably as practicable 
among tbe several presbyteries, notifying their 
chairmen of Bible cause committees, or where there are 
none, their stated clerks, the amount asked for, which 
the Assembly urges the presbyteries to raise. 

6. That all pastors and supplies of our churches be 
instructed to present this cause to their people and 
give them the opportunity of contributing to it, if not 
not on the third Sunday in October, the day long 
designated, on some other convenient day ; and that 
said ministers be reminded of their responsibility in 
the premises. 

7. That our people be urged to consider the claims 
ot this vital work, and of the American Bible Society 
as our recognizzd agent in its performance, and to 
give liberally to its support. 

8, That our Sabbath schools be recommended to 
observe on some convenient day in eaca year a Bible 
day, when the claims of the Bible and its distribution 
shall be considered, and our rising generations be 
educated to recognize, love, and cherish this most 
important branch of Christian work.

RESOLUTIONS OF NEOSHO PRESBYTERY.

A VISIT TO TWO SOUTHERN STATES. 
By Secretary Haven. 

-T became my privilege during the month of May 
to visit ecclesiastical gatherings of two of the 
most influential religious bodies of this country : 

he Methodist Episcopal Church South and the 
-resbyterian Church South, both long established 
riends of the American Bible Society. 

The General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
shurch South meets once in four years, and this 
ear met in Birmingham, Ala., a wonderful city in 
he upper mountain region of Alabass, full of energy 
nd throbbing with life. I was most hospitably met 
yy personal friends and friends of the Society, and 
ound that an entire evening had been set apart in 


ecognition of the ninetieth anniversary of the Amer-- 


can Bible Sorry: A large company gathered i in the 
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First Methodist Episcopal Church South of Bir- 
mingham, and the meeting was presided over by 
Bishop Hendrix. Two addresses were planned for 
the evening, in addition to the address of the Secre- 
tary. Chancellor Kirkland of Vanderbilt University 
was the first speaker, and in thoughtful and beautiful 
sentences he described the influence of the Bible on 
the higher life of man. We are sorry that it is impos- 
sible to present to our readers his address, which 
would prove a most attractive paper on this great 
theme if it had been written out. 

The Secretary was accorded all the time that was 
desired and given a most generous recognition, 
speaking on the present influence of the Bible on the 
life of the world as a reason for continued interest in 
the work of that Society which had now completed 
ninety years of service for the American churches in 
distributing the Scriptures among the nations. 

The closing address of the evening was made by 
one of the most distinguished pulpit orators of the 
South, Bishop A. W. Wilson. It is impossible to 
describe Bishop Wilson’s eloquence. There is some- 
thing so fundamental and human about it He 
showed the relation of the Scriptures to the heart of 
humanity, its struggles and aspirations, its achieve- 
ments and anticipations. The whole service was up- 
lifting and encouraging. 

The Rev. Dr. French, one of the Society’s Field 
Agents, was present. Later I had the privilege of 
meeting a committee, under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Bishop, appointed to consider our work, which pre- 
pared a very helpful memorial for presentation to the 
General Conference. 


From kirmingham to Atlanta, Ga., and from Atlanta, 
Ga., to Greenville, S. C., one passes through the new 
South; factories and cotton mills evidence a remarka- 
ble change in the last twenty-five years in this section. 

At Greenville, S. C., there was gathered for its 
yearly meeting the General Assembly of the South- 
ern Presbyterian Church, a strong and masterful body. 
One of the Field Agents of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, the Rev. Dr. Law, is also one of the official clerks © 
of this Assembly, and I was at once made at home by 
his courtesies. Asin Birmingham, an entire evening 
was set apart before the General Assembly for the 
consideration of the work of the American Bible So- 
ciety. The body was called to order by its Moderator, 
Judge Hall, of Nashville, Tenn., and aftera suggestive 
and interesting report by the Rev. Dr. Law, it was my - 
privilege to address the Assembly on the work of the 
Society and the assurances of its permanence. 

The report of the committee on the Bible Society, 
which was adopted by this gathering, is presented on 
other pages of this Record. 

I came back from these two great religious gather- 
ings full of a confidence that the forces of righteous- 
ness of this land are alert, intelligent, and forceful, 
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and sufficient to meet all the emergencies in our 
public life, however great they may be. This work 
of the American Bible Society, which is so funda- 
mental to the purity of the ideals of our own land, as 
well as so potent in shaping the ideals of otber peo- 
ples, is held in sympathetic regard by these influential 
churches. 
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AMERICAN BIRLE SOCIETY. 
HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held in the Bible House Thursday, June 
7, 1906, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Vice-President 
of the Saciety, in the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Roberts, Stated Clerk of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, conducted the 
devotional exercises, reading the nineteeth Psalm and 
making the opening prayer. 

Mr. Sheppard Rowland, of Montclair, N. J., the 
newly elected member of the Board, was presented. 

Authorization was given for the printing of 500 
copies of a portion of the Old Testament, from the 
twenty-fifth. chapter of Deuteronomy to the end of 
Ruth, inclusive, in the Sheetswa language. 

Sympathy was expressed for the Rev. Dr. Wragg, 
the Agent of the Society among the colored people 
of the South, in the misfortune which had come to 
him in the loss of all his property by fire. A special 
grant in aid was made for him. 

Communications were presented from the Society’s 
Agents in China, Siam, Brazil, and the West Indies. 

Grants of books were made in the domestic field 
to the value of $672.63, including a grant to Cape 
Prince of Wales, Alaska, for an Eskimo school; 
Young Men’s Christian Association International 
Committee, in behalt of mission work; to a Michigan 
mission, Ojibwa New Testaments for the Indians ; to 
the Home of Shelter for Destitute Girls in Albany; 
to City Mission work among Italians in Syracuse; to 
the Congregational Home Missionary Society, for 
distribution in Idaho, Utab, New Mexico, Arizona, 
and Nevada, to the value of $149.11 ; and to students 
in an institution for the blind in Texas, copies of the 
New Testament for the Blind. 

Foreign grants were made for the work in Vene- 
zuela, and an appropriation to the London Missionary 
Society for work in the Gilbert Islands, 

Secretaries Fox and Haven reported their visits to 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, to 
the General Assembly of the United Presbyterian 
Church, to the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, and the Southern General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America. 

The Society expressed its sympathy with the Na- 
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tional Bible Society of Scotland in the death of jaat 
S. Nesbit, its Eastern Secretary. 

The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
ments to Foreign Agencies during the month of 
May under previous appropriations: To the Central 
America Agency, 6,978 volumes, value $1, 401,04; 
La Plata Agency, 19558 volumes, value $3602.08; 
Mexico Agency, 50 volumes, value $3.74; Philippine 
Agency, 1,215 volumes, value $325.08; West Indies 
Agency, 7 451 volumes, value $824 78. Total volumes, 
35,252; total value, $6,156.72. 

The issues from the Bible House for the month of 
May were 113,862 volumes.
